TALKS OF REORGANIZING, 


A Probability of Gladstone Being Again Placed at 
the Head of the Government— Tho Tories No- 
tify the Libersis That They Mey Throw 
the Government Back on Them. 


Loxpos, July 4.—The results of the parlia- 
mentary elections, which took place during 
the past week to fill the vacancies caused by , 
the change in minietry, have rather alarmed 
the liberals. They were beginning to feel 


sure of an easy victory in the coming general 
elections, but the tories have more than held 


their own in the special pollings and have 
increased their majorities in such 
contested buroughsas Wakefield and Wood- 
stock. The liberal election agents in many of 
the provinces have sent in discourr ging report 
about the outlook, They say that the agri- 
cultural voters are falling away from liberal 
interest, and that the laborers appear indif- 
ferent about taking advantage of the enlarged 
franchise. These agents further declare that 
in. most of the moral regions of 
England both the agricultural laborers 
and the working men are this year especially 
under the influence or contro! of local squires, 
parsons, farmers and authorities. This is ac- 
counted for by the fact that the times have for 
a long period been unusually hard, and that 
these classes of voters are under 

“ore _ than ordinary obligations to 
“<cif employers, and the patrons, 
squires, parsons, fayvmers and local officials are 
nearly all conservatives, and with bright 
party prospects before them, are exerting all 
their influence to retain control of British po- 
litical affairs.

COTTON MILLS NORTH AND SOUTH. 

Southern cotton milisarenot as prosper: 
ous as they probably would wish to be; but 
it is clear they are losing no money and are 
eble to keep their spindlesand looms moving 
end are, therefore, in much better condition 
than the milisin the northern states. The 
following dispatch from Fall River to the 
New York Evening Telegram throws some 
light on the,condition and prospects of the 
New England mills at least: 

Some of the most intelligent as well ag the larz- 
est stockholders in the Fall River milis are ex- 
tremely angry at the action of the managers of 
the mills in deciding to run their mills during the 
summer instead of continuing the curtailment of 
production mévement through July and August. 
In this city thousands of dollars worth of mill 
stock sre bypothecated to banks by holders who 
purchased their stock when it Was at par value or 
above. In many cases the plan was to put in a 
certain amount of money, say Onethird the 
amount paid in for a dozen shares (or more as the 
case might be) of stock and then hypothecate the 
stock for the remainder to some bank. This leaves 
the banks inthe lurch in some cases, although as 
yetno sales have been forced upon the market, 
for todo so wouldsurely be to meet with a loss, 
the stock being, as a rule, not saleable at one half 
the prices paid by the holders, who in a number 
of cases{ are unable to pay the interest due. It 
appears to be the policy of the larger stockholders 
to eat up the smaller ones, and thecrash in some 
cases issure to follow if the present depression 
con tin ues, 


saleable at one-half of the former value, it 
is plain that not only are there no present 
profits, but investors have lost confidence in 
their earning capacity hereafter. Stock that 
is promising even in thedistant future does 
not go begging st half prices. No public 
sales of stock of southern companies have 
taken place of late; perhaps we should say 
none is for sale; but we hazard nothing in 
eaying tbat not a share in the’Eagle and 
Phenix corporation orin any of the well- 
mensged Augusta or Atlanta mills can be 
bought atany material reduction from the 
price of three or four years ago, when all 
such stocks were in demand. Investors in 
this section of the country have plenty of 
confidence in southern mills, provided they 
are well managed,

EprTors CONSTITUTION: In order to call your at- 
tention to one out of the many outrages that pa- 
rade themselves under the name of justice, permit 
one to relate some incidents in the recent history 
of a few unfortunates. In January last therecame 
tothe city of Atlanta threemen. There names 
were George Monroe, Charles Ingraham and 
Micheel Lynch. They cameto Atlanta in search 
of work. They arrived here, penniless, one Satur- 


day night, proceeded to the station- 
bouse and asked for lodgtng until 
Monday morning, when they thought 
they would beable to fndsomethingtodo. Taese 
unfortunate men, however,reckoned without their 
host. They were strangers, they were friendless; 
they not only had no influence, but had no money. 
Under the circumstances what was the police to 
ao? I willte)l you what theydid do. They made 
cases @gainst these men as trampsand vagrants, 
bustied them into court, and from court they were 
hustied into the county chaingang, where for six 
months they have; been chained up with negro 
convicts of the very worst character. 

Does anyone think that there must surely be 
some mistake in this statement? I invite him to 
examine the records. What was the crime of 
these men that they should be chained witn erim. 
inpals anc suffer imprisonment for six months? 
Their crime was poverty. They had no defense 
against such a charge. only plea was that 
they were hunting for work. This was a very hnu- 
morous plea indeed. Justice, so-called, smiled 
bevaeny and bound them in the chains of erimi- 
pals, 

There men have been serving in the county 
cbairgang six months. Their time will soon be 
out. hen they are released what are they. to do? 
They have worked hard; they have won the sym- 

thy of the men who oversee them; but what 

oes this amount to? When they are released 
they will haye no money and no friends, If their 
imprionn ent was right in the first place it is the 
Guty of our efficient police and our justice-loving 
courts to see that they are returned to the chain- 
gang for another six months. 

Mesers. Fditors, I do not 
feel competent to make avy comments on this 
outrageous result of se-calied justice. Is there not 
cbcugh humanity—thatis the word—is there not 
erongh humaniéy iv the city of Atianta to prevent 
such ontreges as this? Phe police are not expected 
to exercise auy great degree oi discretion, but 
when the courts of justice deprive men of their 
liberty and chain them up with felons for the 
crime of poverty, it is time to enter a protest.

from the army of Tennessee, state officers, mem- 
bers of the general assembly, parish and city offi- 
cers, veterans of fire department and guests 

The procession moved through the principal 
streets to the state honse grounds. The bier was 
borne by veterans of Allen's regiment. As iten: 
tered the state house grounds one buadred chil- 
dren strewed the ground in front of the bier with 
flowers. 

The ceremonies of the day were held in the cap-

expectation that the company would attempt 
to rum out any cars, and to be on hand at the 


usual hour Sunday morning to prevent the 
cars from starting. The report which was 
circulated last night that a man had died 
from the effects of a clubbing received from a 
policeman proved untrue. 

In addition to the street carmens’ strike 
there has been considerable trouble on the 
lumber docks here within the past few days, 
caused by the lumbermen attempting to un- 
load lumber with their own group of men, in- 
stead of employiug members of the Lumber 
Shovers union. In several cases barges have 


, remained unloaded several days because the 


Jumbermen would not employ union men, 
and the latter would not permit them t»> 
employ any one else. What might have been 
a serious riot,-occurred atthe dock of §S. B, 
Barker & Co. It seems that the J. W. Harvey 
Lumber company, owners of the barge Ss. 
Joseph, and who use theirown menin uns 
loading their boat and ignorethe Lumber

HOW BILLY THE KID:;WAS DRAWN 
Pot ee 


Of the Noted Outlew—Lole Max- 
in theiTragedy—A Duelin the 
‘Dark in Which Billy Falis Dead. 


From the Alta Californian. 

Billy the Kid, the notorious outlaw, was pas- 
 ionately fond of women, and they idolized 
him, He smoked cigarettes, never drank, and 


had the physique of an Appollo, with the eyes 


 @fagod flashing as the stars on the darkest 
 @ight. Asabhorseman he was daring and 
graceful, and with his Winchester, or self- 
‘cocking Smith & Wesson,a man who never 
missed his aim. The winter of 1879 he spent 
at Sascaso, on the Canadien river. He consid- 
ered himself greatly wronged by the confisca- 
tion of his cattle and the price set upon his 
head by the government, while John Chisem, 
for whom he had lost all, turned a cold shoul- 
der upon him. That soured Billy’s disposition, 
Advised by his best friends to emigrate to old 
_ Mexico and turn over anew leaf, he swore 
thet he would not, but would return to New 
Mexico ar'4 make good his losses in a financial 
pense. +4 return, and from that time on 
his hand was raised against those who had 
betrayed him and the authorities. He and 
his party were coralled in a ranch in Central 
New Mexico in the winter of 1882 by their 


enemies, and besie tili famine brought a 
wouncil of war. Ail were in favor of ‘surren- 
dering but the Kid; but to save their lives, and 
on the promise of fair treatment by their cap- 
tors, he surrendered with them. At this time 
he had killed twenty-two men—one for each 
year of his life.

finally told the mob that if they did not cease 
ho would strikethe shackles from them, give 
them back their arms and let the people suffer 
the consequences. He had given his word to 
his prisoners that he would protect them, and 
the mob would only reach them over his dead 
body. Atthis the crowd withdrew, and the 
train «-« these noted men to Santa Fe, where 
they were kept in jail till the court convened, 
and then taken to Las Cruces, in the valley of 
the Rio Grande, for trial. Billy wasconvicted 
of murder ond sentenced to be hanged in Lin- 
coln county, and his escort to the gallows was 
ey United States Marshal Bob Ollinger 
and one guard. wet | to Billy’s reputation, 
United States Marshal John Sherman, Jr., 
had caused to be made a special kind of shack- 
les of steel rings and Yale locks, and weighing 
thirty pounds.
